Included in th e approval of p roj­ 
ects is an appropriation of fifty 
m illion dollars to foster the pro­ 
gram sponsored by th e war d ep art­ 
m en t which includes the expendi­ 
tu re of $183,500 on th e G ettysburg 
battlefield. 
T he en tire cost to be 
borne by th e governm ent as p art of 
th e national recovery act 
In the fifty m illion dollar appro­ 
priation for w ar dep artm en t proj­ 
ects is one item of $16.000 000 for 
n ational park roads. 
T his p articu ­ 
lar item includes work on th e b a t­ 
tlefield. 
However it is not* known 
w hether th e en tire $183,500 b attle­ 
field project h a s been approved. 
A ppropriations for various other 
contem plated projects were 
w ith­ 
held following th e board meeting. 
Army Requests Slashed 
Secretary of In terio r Ickes, ch air­ 
m an of the board and public works 
adm inistrator, declined to give any 
idea of the am ount involved, .saving 
he did n o t w ant to announce any 
figures and th en have to back-track 
on them if th e president should 
change th a t list. 
Projects totaling 
about 
$50,000,000 
were 
recom ­ 
m ended by th e w ar departm ent, but 
were understood to have been cut 
drastically. 
They are probably due for further 
t reduction by the president, as Mr. 
Ickes said he h ad trim m ed th e fed­ 
eral allocation of $65,000,000 to be 
.m ad e public today. 
Mr. Ickes said approval of the re ­ 
gional divisions cleared th e way to 
appointm ent by P resident Roosevelt 
early next week of the regional 
ad m in istrato rs and state advisory 
boards, w hich will do m ost of the 
disbursing of about $1,000,000,000 to 
sta te s 
and 
local 
governm ental 
units. 
$400,000,000 fo r Roads 
T his p a rt of th e program has 
been held up pending th e regional 
set-u p and th e adm inistration has 
been concentrating on getting the 
federal program going. 
In addition to approving th e $65,- 
000,000 
for 
federal 
projects, 
the 
president h as allocated $400,000,000 
to public roads an d $238,000,000 to 
naval construction, while th e board 
h as approved a p lan for dividing 
$50,000,000 am ong road projects in 
federal parks, n atio n al forests and 
In d ian reservations. 
New York, P ennsylvania and New 
Jersey are placed in the second re ­ 
gion.

T h is inform ation is contained In 
a le tte r addressed to all county 
com m ittee workers of th e T albot 
relief board from the cen tral board 
here. 
T h e recent act passed by th e sta te 
legislature, providing for such in ­ 
surance for all relief w orkers was 
signed by the governor on Ju n e 3 
and th e insurance is effective from 
th a t date. 
Peak Was 2.000 
At one time approxim ately 2,000 
relief workers were on duty in th e 
county. 
At the present tim e the 
Ju n e 
report 
indicated 
764 
relief 
w orkers with approxim ately 125 of 
th a t num ber, non-fam ily workers. 
In G ettysburg the total relief em ­ 
ployes was 101 for June. 
T h e state act provides th a t all 
tow nships and boroughs w here re ­ 
lief workers are working m ust p ro­ 
vide for the com pensation insurance. 
I t w as explained th a t w here a com ­ 
m u n ity 
receives several 
thousand 
dollars in free work projects th a t 
p articu la r 
community 
should 
be 
w illing to pay 25 cents per week for 
com pensation insurance. 
O ne Adams county com m unity es­ 
tim ated th a t it had received ap p ro x ­ 
im ately $70,000 in free work, esti­ 
m ated a t the base pay of labor, m a­ 
terial, etc. 
T h e act does not specify w here 
th e insurance shall be placed. 
I t 
m ay be placed w ith the sta te w ork­ 
m an 's com pensation fund or w ith 
any reputable insurance com pany. 
Instructions 
T h e letter addressed to th e v ari­ 
ous relief com mittee w orkers ex­ 
plaining the Insurance follows: 
U nder provision of Act 328 signed 
by th e governor June 3. 1933, it be­ 
com es necessary for all tow nships, 
boroughs or other organizations th a t 
are receiving the benefit of labor 
un d er th e Talbot relief fu n d to pro­ 
vide com pensation insurance. 
T hey will be required to pay com ­ 
p ensation insurance a t th e ra te of 
25 cen ts per week for each in d i­ 
vidual on the payroll regardless of 
th e num ber of days he works each 
week. 
In other words all o rg an iza­ 
tio n s providing em ploym ent to in ­ 
dividuals who are paid by food o r­ 
ders under the Talbot relief fund 
will have to bear the expense of 25 
cen ts per week prem ium for in d i­ 
viduals. 
Therefore, it is th e d uty of 
every com m itteem an to see th a t all 
tow nships, boroughs or 
o rganiza­ 
tions th a t are providing em ploym ent 
are advised of this change Im m edi­ 
ately as this law becam e effective 
th e day the governor put his sig n a­ 
tu re to the bill. 
If you have been carrying in su r­ 
ance on the men who have been 
w orking on your relief projects it is 
our understanding th a t th a t will be 
satisfactory, 
Enclosed are copies of th e form s 
to be used.

T he wood of red pine com­ 
pares favorably with th at of white 
pine and m any planters prefer red 
pine because of its freedom from 
insect and 
fungus attacks.

pine plantations are among the m ost 
successful 
of all the forest tree 
plantations in the state. Other con­ 
iferous tree seeds that were sown

A personal enemy or a disgruntled 
former patient with a fiendish de­ 
sire for vengeance was believed by 
police to have engineered the plot. 
At last three men participated in it. 
Both men were lured from their 
home Tuesday night by fake emer­ 
gency calls. 
Dr. Herberg was yet 
unable to give a clear story of his ex­ 
perience but 
said 
he 
could 
not 
identify the assailants. 
Threatened to Kill Him 
Dr. Engberg told how a man ac­ 
costed him while he was trying to 
locate the place to which he had 
been directed by a telephone call. 
‘‘The man leaped into my car," he 
said: "He stuck a gun against my 
side and warned me th at I would 
not be harmed if I did as he di­ 
rected. We drove a while and then 
met a car with other men. 
They 
told me that I had to operate on a 
man. 
I refused. 
They threatened 
to kill me. T hat is all I remember. 
The strange affair was revealed 
after

Duluth-bound 
passenger 
train grazed the front end of a car 


four miles north of St. Paul.

front fender and 
headlight were 
smashed and the machine was hurl­ 
ed into a ditch.
